This compilation is arrived at by adding a percentage 
to the figures shown by the census returns up to July Ist, 
1920. By adding a reasonably expected increase from the 
females that would be of breeding age, the number of pure 
bred Holsteins in the country on September 1st of this 
year may be conservatively set at 525,000. 

Just what relation the number of pure bred Holstein 
females bears to the total cow population of the country 
may be gained from the above figures, which indicate a 
total of 425,000 females in the country on September Ist, 
1920. Various estimates place the number of dairy cows 


at from 25,000,000 to 24,000,000, so that an average of 23, 
200,000 is fairly close. This would give a percentage ol 
1.8 per cent. so that it will be seen that we are a long, 


1 
long ways indeed from filling the requirements of the 
dairy industry respecting black and white’ milking 
machines. The secretary’s office of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America is working upon data which will 
show with reasonable accuracy the average life of the 
Holstein-Friesian cow. This data when produced will be 
sufficiently representative so that valuable information 
may be gleaned not only respecting the Holstein but other 


dairy cattle as well. 
The census shows accurately the development of Hol 
stein sentiment throughout the various _ states. This 


may be brought out by a study of the following list of 
counties in various states having 1000 or more pure bred 
Holsteins Within their borders. It is natural that New 
York, Wisconsin, Ohio and Pennsylvania in the order 
hamed should head this list, as it is in these states tnat 
the largest growth in membership in the association is 
recorded, and it has been a matter of common knowledge 
that the Holstein has been the predominating cow in these 
States for many vears. The 1000 cow limit is, of course,

It 
is interesting to know that in these states wherever the 
fluid milk markets are largest in the Holstein development 
is most strong. This bears out the finding of the census 
questiouaire which report that five out of every six breeders 
of Holsteins find the sale of milk their largest source of 
revenue.

Record-Breaking Holstein Show at Wisconsin

Taking the Wisconsin Holstein show at the state fair 
as a barometer it may be safely predicted that the 1920 
show rings will surpass those of the previous year by a 
very large margin. The Wisconsin is the first of the really 
big shows of the 1920 season and the fact that it surpass- 
ed all previous shows at Milwaukee for size, quality and 
interest speaks well for the next few weeks in the Black 
and White show yards. For Wisconsin is going to the Na- 
tional to meet other states and she will give her sister 
states some warm competition. 

The interest that is taken in show ring work in Wiscon- 
sin is evidenced by the presence of over 300 head in the 
open classes shown by 60 breeders. This is a record for 
the siate. In one class a world’s record for number of en- 
tries was established when 76 senior heifer calves were 
led before Judge Moscrip for appraisal. This showing was 
helped by the presence of a large number of calf club 
entries. No dairy show according to records available has 
brought out so large a class although in beef breeds one or 
two shows in this country and South America have ex- 
ceeded this number. 

Wisconsin takes a certain amount of just pride in the 
fact that as many as 60 of her breeders competed for 
prizes and in the way in which the honors were scattered 
among the competing herds. There was a single entry

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Champion for 30-day butter production 
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A Challenge Accepted 
peg emir as “unwise,” “reckless”’ 


and “disastrous” the resolution concern- 

ing a National Home for the Association, 
which was unanimously and_ enthusiastically 
adopted at St. Paul, and the fundamental idea 
thereof as senseless, General Charles W. Wood, 
a former president of the association, fires what 
is evidently the opening gun in an organized cam- 
paign to discredit and if possible overturn the 
work of the St. Paul convention on this import- 
ant subject. We quote the following letter ap- 
pearing in the August 15th issue of the Holstein- 
l'riesian Register. Although considerable space is 
occupied by the introduction which the General 
sees fit to make, and in which he modestly admits 
having spent more of his own time and money in 
the upbuilding of the interests of the Holstein- 
Friesian cattle than any man living, we may say 
in brief that General Wood served as president of 
the Holstein-lriesian Association of America for 
three terms, 1909-12, and that he is perhaps best 
remembered among the membership by his advo- 
cacy of two propositions, the first of which is de- 
scribed in the following quotation from his annu- 
al address delivered at Syracuse in ro11: ‘“T’hou- 
sands of our surplus bulls are sold each year to 
persons who are engaged in breeding up their 
herds. This practice has heretofore received the 
approval of a large portion of our membership, 
but I believe it should be discouraged. We could 
better afford to spend $20,000 per annum and IF 
I COULD CONTROL, I WOULD NOT AL- 
LOW A PUREBRED BULL TO SERVE AN 
UNREGISTERED COW.” The second propo- 
sition was his recommendation that the breeders 
beware of silage as a dangerous feed for cattle. 
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Some Views of a Former President on Association Matters,

questions in the past. And since most men put value upon 
words or opinions in accord with the source from which 
they flow. I hope to be pardoned if | first introduce my. 
self to members of the national association, for while | 
feel I have a personal acquaintance with as large a number 
of members as most men, still I realize many new members 
of recent years have never known me. Hence T say it with. 
out fear of refutation, | believe I have and I am reputed to 
have spent more of my own time and money in the up. 
building of the interests of the Holstein-Friesian catt} 
than any man living; nor do I wish to become the counter- 
part of any man who like the sky rockets that this day 
(July 5) are diverting public attention by climbing, with a 
mighty rush, with a great noise, there to balance for a 
moment, then tip over, explode in pieces and their light 
disappear, having accomplished nothing except to. at- 
tract attention, amuse a few, frighten many, endanger some 
and enlighten none. 

I have been interested in agriculture for 70 years. I 
have milked cows much ot the time since I was eight years 
old. I have owned cattle most of my life and have experi 
mented with most of the leading breeds. I long since sat- 
isfied myself in favor of the Holstein-Friesians. While 
cattle of my breeding have found valuable places in many 
of the states in this Union, I have a large herd today, which 
it is needless to say, is rapidly increasing. 

Hoping I have prepared your readers to know that I am 
interested in the subject of which I am to write, I will now 
speak of it without further preface: 

I was not at St. Paul at the last annual convention, 
much as I wished to be there, owing to professional engage- 
ments. I was much interested in its legislation and have 
read its records. I see a-resolution was passed authorizing 
the board of officers to investigate and further to invest in 
property and proceed to the buying or building of an ad- 
ministration building, with a view of concentrating the 
business or offices of the association somewhere—pre- 
sumably in the Middle West. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I have no hesitancy in saying that such 
action would discredit a pack of school boys! The idea of 
such a movement, at such a time, in such a way, when 
nearly everyone knows we have no legal board at the pres- 
ent time, with one or more injunctions hanging over us and 
more possible, not to say probable. It seems to me it is 
quite time to stop and consider a million dollar proposition 
with all its concomitant relations. No action should eve! 
be taken by man or association without a reason; seldom is, 
though the reason may often be bad. Now again, I will say 
there is no more sense in moving the secretary’s office, or 
the superintendent’s office, or the treasurer’s office from 
their present locations that there would be in the sugges- 
tion to move our nation’s capital to St. Louis or Chicago, 
West Point Military college to Los Angeles and Annapolis 
Naval Academy to Key West. Moreover, I believe if the 
question were submitted to our membership in proper form 
95 per cent would agree with me. 

I stamp it as unwise, reckless and disastrous. I do not be- 
lieve it will ever transpire, and I for one beg to intimate to 
the board thus empowered to go slow. Investigate, if you 


must, but come to next year’s convention and 
tell us what vou can do: what you think ad- 
visable to do and listen to what others think 


about it. For just as certain as any definite action is taken 
thus hastily, methinks I hear the death knell of the associa- 
tion. One more thought: I challenge any man in the associa- 
tion, dispute me if you can, I am willing to combat this 
proposition in private, in public hall or press; and I again 
say to the officers: First, be sure you are right before you 
go ahead. ; 

I say to the entire membership: Consider what is being 
thought of and let your opinions be known. There is dan- 
ger ahead. Let us all stop, look and listen, as the only sate 
and sane way.—Charles W. Wood, Worcester, Mass. 


The WORLD is not looking for a fight, but 
this proposition is so fundamental and means so 
much to the future development of our associa- 
tion that we cannot let the General’s challenge 
to combat go unnoticed. . 

At the outset we will make our own position 
plain. We are unreservedly in favor of the ac 
tion taken at St. Paul on the subject, even in the 














face its characterization by so eminent an au- 
thority as action that would “discredit a pack of 
school boys.” Editorially in our issue of May 
15th, 1920, we expressed our views on this sub- 
‘ect, urging the importance of a consolidation of 
the offices of the association in a centrally lo- 
cated building, preferably owned by the associa- 
tion itself. President Aitken in his annual ad- 
dresses for a number of years has urged that 
action be taken looking toward the housing of 
the activities of the association under one roof. 
The meeting at St. Paul was the largest and the 
in. t representative annual convention in the his- 
tory of our association and if the General had 
heen in attendance, he would have discovered 
that no proposition that was brought up on the 
floor of the convention met with a more enthusi- 
astic response than did this proposition for a 
national home for the association. In fact it was 
recognized very generally that our association 
has now grown to a point where some such ac- 
tion is going to he necessary in the very near fu- 
ture if we are to carry on our mammoth opera- 
tions at the maximum of efficiency. If the Gen- 
eral were in a little closer touch with the con- 
dition of affairs in the Holstein industry at the 
present time and could have been present at the 
St. Paul meeting to secure at first hand the 
temper and sentiment of the breeders themselves 
and could have heard for himself the clear man- 
date of the membership on this same point, we 
opine that he would he less “skeerv” and his ear 
would be fess attuned to the “death knell of the 
association.” The analogy between the situation 
in our association and the suggestion that our 
national capitol be moved to St. Louis or Chicago 
appeals to us as an unfortunate one. The com- 
parison would be more pertinent if the executive 
heads of our government were now located in 
all three of the cities and the proposition was 
being advanced to bring them together at an 
accessible and central point. We believe, too, that 
the General is assuming quite a little when he 
says that “nearly everyone knows we have no 
legal board at the present time.” We will concede 
that there are a hopeless few members of the 
association to whom the charges of illegality in 
connection with our present Board of Directors 
are as sweet music to the ear. As Mr. Matte- 
son so aptly put it. these legal aspects of the case 
‘re “very funny.” Regardless of the outcome of 
any litigation on this point, the great rank and 
file of Holstein breeders are pretty thorough) 
satisfied that their Board of Directors is a repre- 
sentative body and are losing no sleep over any 
fear that the association will be overturned and 
prevented from funetioning by order of any court 
mm the land. Perhaps the General was not in- 
tending to extend any particular courtesy, but to 
state it mildly, it does seem rather superfluous to 
admonish a body of men of the caliber and busi- 
ness experience of those included in our Board of 
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Directors to “first be sure you are right before 
you go ahead.”” The instructions of the member- 
ship at St. Paul were to investigate the question 
as to the advisability of selecting a national home 
for the association, with power to act in accor- 
dance with their judgment, taking due consider- 
ation for the needs of the association for the 
years to come. Under the circumstances it hardly 
seems necessary to reiterate that point with such 
owl-like solemnity. The members of the 
board in common with almost every breeder with 
whom we have discussed the question appreciate 
the magnitude of the undertaking, the necessity 
of exercising sound judgment and the import- 
ance of taking whatever action is decided upon, 
at as early a date as possible. From the growth of 
the association in all departments, it is evident 
that the longer the change is delayed the more 
difficult it will be to make it. The proposed ac- 
tion is generally recognized as being inevitable in 
the future growth of the association and while 
the idea of a change from the old established 
order may often appear as “unwise,” “reckless” 
and‘ disastrous,” particularly to those who are ap- 
proaching the sunset of life, it is none the fess a 
fact that new conditions make necessary new 
methods of meeting them and the situation in the 
Holstein-Friesian industry is no exception. 

In conclusion, although we have no authority 
to speak for the Board of Directors, we feei safe 
in making the assertion that if it develops that 
there is any considerable sentiment oa the part 
of the membership against the Board’s carrying 
out the instructions of the St. Paul convention, in 
so far as they are permitted to act following in- 
vestigation, no irrevocable action will be taken 
until after the next annual meeting at Syracuse 
in June, 1921. While we apprehend that the great 
majority of breeders will be periectly satisfied to 
trust in the-judgment of their duly elected repre- 
sentatives, we shall be glad to provide a forum 
through the columns of the \World, whereby the 
members may give expression to their thoughts 
and feelings on the subject. We have stated our 
own belief rather fully. It is the farthest from 
our intention, however, to attempt to cram any- 
thing down the throats of the membership which 
is not favored by the majority of the members 
Until we are shown differently, however, we can- 
not believe that the present point at issue comes 
in that category.

parts of the state. A general rain 
over the state, almost a deluge in 
parts, the day before, cut the atten- 
dance at least half. D. M. Hildebrand 
president of the Nebraska Club also 
of the Seward Commercial Club, pro- 
vided a diversity of entertainment 
from Holstein doctrine to ball games, 


band concerts, ete., to the satisfaction 
of all. 

A center of interest to the breeders 
was the Seward sale pavilion where 
some of the state sales will soon be 
held, it is expected. Mr. Hildebrand’s 
herd sire, Pabst Korndyke Augustus 
No. 22556, was on exhibition in the 
barn, attracted much attention and 
many favorable comments. He is a 
full brother to Pabst Korndyke Corn- 
flower the $30,000 cow of the St. Paul 
National Sale.

The speaker of the day was Senator 
J. M. Hackney of St. Paul, Minn. He 
recited some personal experiences on 
wheat growing and dairying in North 
Dakota and said that the happiest man 
he met there was a man who owned 
fifteen Holstein cows. He said ‘““You 
can’t have a total failure in the dairy 
industry. It is true there are some 
hardships in the industry, but on the 


smaller farms where better cows are 
kept, there is more happine and 
more profit than in any other line ot 
business.” 

“The average annual production of 
milk in the United States is ten and 
one half billion gallons. This means 
a return of about $5,000,000,000. This 
is done mainly with scrub stock, for 
only about 2 per cent of the dairy 


cattle in this country are pure breds. 
If all the cows in the country were as 
good as Katie Gerben that great cow 
raised in Nebraska, the dairy income 
of the United states would be between 


$20,000,000,000 and $25,000,000,000.” 
Senator Hackney quoted figures 


from Iowa State College to show the 
effects of using pure bred bulls’ on 
scrub cows. The second generation 
of milking animals sired by pure bred 
sires produced 245 per cent more than 
did their scrub grandams. 

He also quoted figures from Wis- 
consin on the cost of production and 
said it cost $94 to keep a 5000-lb. cow 
one year with an actual profit of $45 
and $137 to keep a 10,000-lb. cow with 
a total profit of $165.

Hildebrand was Dr. B. B. Davis of 
Omaha, J. Kk. Palm of Lineoln, W. J. 
Jenkinson of Monroe, Prof. J. H.

no one could wish to see nicer fields 
of corn and oats nor straighter rows 
of beans and sugar beets than these. 
The cattle here, like the farms, are 
well cared for and heavy producers. 

At Conrad Hecht’s we saw one of 
the best herds of the day, including a

Stern’s, where the herd of five cows

Now, the breeders of Minnesota are figuring on annexing a little victory 
of their own this fall—On October Ist aid 2d to be exact. They intend to put 
their little matter right up to the “little breeders on the hillsides” that have 
come in for such flattering consideration, during many past months. They are 
going to let the “litthe breeders” decide the whole matter through their pocket: 
books and from their decision there is to be no appeal. No; their word is to be 
final; and if the men concerned do not get quite all that they figure they 
should, why all right; not a kick will be registered. 

You see, the stunt is this. The Second Annual Dairy Center Consignment 
Sale is scheduled for Northfield, Minnesota, October lst and 2d. The eight 
leading counties of southern Minnesota have been combed for the best 130 ani- 
mals that could be found in the herds of no less than 55 breeders. . TYPE 
was the password and TYPE will be there aplenty. We are strong for type and 
size in Minnesota. Of course, there will be lots of large A. R. O. records and 
and all that sort of thing, but above all there will be TYPE.

Holstein show) just before the sale and it occurred to me that it would be a 
great thing to have either Mr. Aitken or Mr. Reynolds judge the cattle, or 
lest they be a bit partial to Holsteins generally, a member of the Supreme 
Bench of the State of New York.

And Then Lapeer 


Clinton F. Smith, Secretary of the 
Lapeer County Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation, has started recently in the 
Holstein breeding business, but has 
used good judgment in selecting his 
foundation and has a _ nice herd. 
Assembling here at 8:30, we went the 
rounds of some _ sixteen, herds in 
Lapeer county and finished at six in 
the evening—a good day’s work. 

The Michigan Home and Training 
School has a herd of seventy milking 
cows, many of which show exceptional 
producing ability, but owing to some 
one’s neglect only about half of them 
are registered. It’s the old story— 
everybody's business is nobody’s busi- 
ness, and the state of Michigan is the 
loser thereby to the’ extent’ of 
thousands of dollars. 

Leaving the school, we visited the 
herds of R. V. Cutting, William Chris- 
cinske and Arthur C. Reek and saw 
some very good animals, stopping at 
the last place for the lunch and pro- 
grum. Following the program, a short 
business session of the Lapeer County 
Holstein-Friesian Association was 
held and action taken to insure a good 


showing of Holsteins at the Imlay 
City Fair in September. 

At the William Priehs herd, the 
first herd visited in the afternoon, Mr. 
Pollock was called on for a demon- 
stration on Holstein type, which was 


much appreciated, as a large number 
of new breeders were in attendance. 

William Rider, Sam Park, H. P. 
Rollins, John Stock & Son, L. C. 
Walker, Frank Hartwig, H. F. Rice, 
Dewey C. Pierson and H. C. Cramton 
were called on and many good cattle 
were seen The last two herds were 
among the best visited during the day, 
the Pierson herd being one of the old 
established herds of the state and well 
known on the fair circuit a few years 
ago, showing with good success at the 
National Dairy Show. 

The Lapeer county breeders are for 
the most part young men who are 
starting in the business with plenty 
of energy and enthusiasm, and the in- 
dustry will undoubtedly make great 
strides in that county as a result of 
their efforts. More testing will be 
done there during the coming year 
than in the past, though we saw a 
number of good record cows, including 
a thirty-one pounder owned by Mr. 
Rice. 

Local arrangements were made by 
County Agent Bishop and Secretary 
C. F. Smith, and everything went 
along smoothly, thanks to their efforts. 


Genesee on Saturday 


The Michigan school for the Deaf 
was one of the last of the state in- 
stitutions to adopt Holsteins. For 
years they struggled along attempt- 
ing to supply the children in their 
eare with milk by keeping a herd of 
Ayrshires, but they finally decided to 
follow the course of Pontiac, Traverse 
City and the others and are now build- 
ing up a herd of registered Holsteins. 
They have made a fine start and al- 
ready have a fair sized herd, including 
two animals which Mr. Hoffman, the 
steward, purchased at the St. Paul 
National sale. One of these heifers, 
Pontiae Monica, with a record of 22206 
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pounds of milk and 939.24 pounds of 
butter as a senior two-year-old, was 
bred by the Pontiac State Hospital, 
and the other, Traverse Inka Princess 
Weg, a twenty-three pound junior two- 
year-old, was bred by the Traverse 
City State Hospital. 

Leaving the school, the caravan of 
sixty automobiles headed for Mr. 
Aitken’s place, stopping en route at 
the Carter farm, where about sixty 
Holstein cows are used to produce 
grade A milk. At Mr. Aitken’s, where 
a special grade of milk is produced al- 
so, we saw one of the nicest sights of 
the week, a bunch of heifer calves 
sired by King Ona, every one a picture, 
as straight as a line and all in the 
pink of condition. In fact, all the 
cattle around the place are “easy to 
look at’ and any one seeing the herd 
must agree that D. D., who is a crank 
on type, practices just what he 
preaches. 

We were not able to see them all, as 
ten members of the herd, including 
seven two-year-old daughters of King 
Ona, were away at the Loeb Farms 
at Charlevoix to be bred to Sir Pieter 
tie Ormsby Mercedes 40th. All of 
these are on 305-day test. 

Two of the cows on long time test, 
each with records above thirty pounds 
in seven days, were brought out for a 
demonstration on type, Mr. Pollock 
officiating, and every one was much 
interested. It would be well worth 
while for all the Holstein breeders of 
the state, especially those who are 
just starting in the business, to pay a 
visit to this herd and_ study the 
animals so as to get the correct type. 
in mind. Mr. Aitken believes in a 
small herd of high-class individuals, 
rather than a larger herd of mediocre 
quality, and the herd is_ certainly 
worth seeing. 

The next place was F. A. Dodge & 
Son’s, who have a number of good rec- 
ord cows, including a_ thirty-one 
pounder and half a dozen good ones on 
vearly work. 

Spillane and Geiger, where we stop- 
ped for dinner, have practically the 
whole herd on yearly test and promise 
to make some very high records. Flint 
Pauline had 24452.6 pounds milk and 
974.8 pounds butter to her credit in 


270 days and still going fine. Five 
cows in this herd will produce _ to- 
gether above 100,000 pounds milk 


and 4,500 pounds butter during the 
year, which is equivalent to the pro- 
duct of a herd of twenty-five cows 
showing the average production of 
the country. 

During the afternoon we called on 
Walter Hill, Robinson Bros., and J. F. 
Rieman and saw some very good cattle 
at each place, finishing the day with 
Mr. Mott, who has a beautiful place 
right in the city of Flint and keeps 
nothing but purebred stock, including 
a half dozen very fine Holstein cows. 
Mr. Mott is a candidate for the nomi- 
nation for governor of the state, and 
we wish him luck. 

The Genesee County Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association is to be congratulated 
upon the number of very fine herds in 
the county and upon the success of the 
tour, which was the best of the entire 
series. Secretary A. C. Anderson, 
formerly Professor of Dairy Husban- 
dry at Michigan Agricultural college 


and now with the Freeman Dairy 
Company of Flint as_ production 
manager, promises to  keep_ the 
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Genesee county breeders 
and we expect to hear 
frequently.

County Club Leader Marjorie Place 
in charge. 

Leaving the Adrian Court house at 
8:00 A. M., the first stop made was at 
J. W. Ladde’s, where greatest interest 
centered about three calves owned by 


the three boys as members of the 
club.

Curtis & Son, Myers Brothers, and (¢. 
E. Winne exhibited their herds for the 
benefit of the visitors during the fore- 
noon, and the party returned to South 
park in Adrian for the basket picnie 
and program.

Fred Tayer, R. Baker, L. W. Harwood, 
Reed Brothers, George Knisel, Fred

This story was inspired by the work on long-time test of the 
young daughters of LOTHIAN KING DE KOL KORNDYKE, 
otherwise known as “Alex, the bull that upset the dope.” We 
make no claim for him as “the greatest bull in the world,” al- 
though we have our own opinion about that. We do maintain, 
however, that a number of the bids for glory that have often been 
made for certain other sires, now rightfully belong to Alex, and it 
is to give him his just due that this book is written. Without dis- 
paraging in any way the achievements of other great sires, we of- 
fer the following statements which we believe can be made of no 
other sire than Alex. 

t. He is the only sire with five 2Wooo-lb. daughters as junior 
3-vear-olds or younger. 
2. No other sire has seven junior 2-year-old daughters with rec- 
ords averaging over 17,000 lbs. milk in a year. 
3. He is the only sire with six junior 2-year-old daughters aver 
aging over 18000 lbs. 

He is the only sire with three junior 2-year-old daughters 
averaging over 20,000 lbs. 
=. Heis the only sire with seven junior 2-year-olds and one senior

B—whose daughters have made eleven records as 2- and 
3-vear-olds averaging over 20,000 Ibs., or fifteen aver 
aging over 19,000 Ibs. 
C—Whose offspring hold six state records in the long- 
time and &8-months-after-calving division. 
He has many more young daughters coming on 
Watch his list grow. 


F. M. OSBORNE, Jr. Willoughby, Ohio 
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president of the Washtenaw County 
Holstein-Friesian Association and a 
very enthusiastic breeder of black and 
whites. Tables were spread on the 
lawn under the trees and there was 
an abundance for all, notwithstanding 
the fact that Editor Prescott, of the 
World, appeared just in time for din- 
ner, and he’s some feeder, toc. 

After the program a novel feature 
was introduced in the form of a judg- 
ing contest. Arrangements had been 
made for four teams of three men 
each from agricultural high schools 
and each team judged three classes, 
cows, heifers and calves. Mr. Pollock 
and Mr. Norton made the final plac- 
ings on the three rings judged and 
the final scores showed that the judg- 
ing was close. Two of the boys tied 
for first place with a score of 267 
points each and the third boy had 266 
points. 

After inspecting Mr. Bazley’s fine 
herd, which numbers about sixty head, 
we went on to R. J. Bird’s and to Carl 
& Simon Braun’s. Here we saw some 
very fine animals and Mr. Munsell 
selected three from Mr. Bird’s herd 
from the state sale at Jackson. 

Arrangements for the Washtenaw 
county tour were nicely taken care of 
by County Agricultural Agent H. S. 
Osler and John Bazley and L. A. 
Seamans, president and_ secretary, 
respectively, of the Washtenaw 
County  Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion. 


Livingston County 


In Livingston county, the leading 
Holstein county of the state and one 
of the most famous centers of the 
breed in all the country, some very 
fine cattle were seen. This county, ac- 
cording to census which is now near- 
ing completion, can boast upwards of 
three thousand pure bred Holsteins, 
and the great majority of the other 
cattle are high grades, as the indus- 
try has flourished here for nearly a 
third of a century. 

The attendance here was somewhat 
disappointing, as one might  reason- 
ably expect the largest attendance of 
the series in this county. The fact is, 
however, that the business has gone 
on so easily here and _ buyers have 
been so ready to take all stock offer- 
ed for sale that many oi the breeuers 
have come to consider organization 
meetings and publicity of any sort as 
unnecessary. This. spirit should be 
corrected or Livington County will 
wake up some day to find that other 
counties are taking the lead. Living- 
ston has long enjoyed the reputation 
for having clean cattle and lots of 
them and this she is entitled to, hav- 
ing upwards of one hundred herds 
under state and federal supervision. 
But no county can live on its reputa- 
tion and we say, “Get busy, Living- 
ston!” President J. B. Tooley and 
Secretary “Jim’’ Hays are live ones, 
but they can’t do it all. 

The Livingston tour started with 
the Kumboss herd, owned by Secre- 
tary Hays. “Jim” claims this is the 
most widely advertised herd in the 
world, for, as he says, “every time 
you call your cows you advertise my 
farm and herd.” Mr. Hays has his en- 
tire herd tested with very creditable 
records and, with his customary 
originality, had painted each cow’s 
record on her side so that it could be 
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seen plainly. Four generations of fe- 
males, headed by a_ twenty-eight 
pound cow, were on exhibition and 
made a very fine chowing. 

Next came the Village Farm, where 
the McPherson Farms Company has 
been breeding ‘“Top-Notch Holsteins” 
for the past twenty-five years. An in- 
teresting feature in connection with 
the herds owned by this company is 
the fact that herd records are kept 
showing the milk produced by each 
cow during every period of lactation. 
Here we saw an eighteen-year-old 
cow that produced in her first four- 
teen lactation periods more than 174,- 
000 pounds of milk and her fourteen- 
year-old daughter with 137,000 pounds 
to her credit in eleven milking per- 
iods, these being herd records on 
twice-a-day milking. Surely these 
Black and White milking machines 
are built of good material to stand 
the strain so long and produce so con- 
tinuously. 

At Charles Heeg’s we stopped for 
dinner and the program. The Heeg 
herd is exceptionally good and all the 
cows have records ranging from 
twenty-three to thirty-two pounds in 
seven days. 

A visit to the herd of S. H. Munsell 
is sufficient to convince any one that 
he is well qualified to select the ani- 
mals for the state sale, for he has 
one of the finest herds in the state. 
Here we saw seven two-year-old heif- 
ers, all by one sire and averaging 


above twenty-one pounds in seven 
days. 
Cluny Stock Farm, owned by R. 


Bruce McPherson, has more than one 
hundred head, including a large num- 
ber of heifers sired by a son of Maple- 
crest Pontiac Application. The calves 
here were especially attractive and 
well grown. The herd includes a large 
number of good record cows that arc 
now on long time tes*. 

The last scheduled stop was at 
Robin Carr’s, west of Fowlerville. 
This herd, which includes a number 
of granddaughters of Hengerveld De 
Kol, represents exceptionally good 
tvpe and most of the cows have rec- 
erds above twenty-four pounds. An in- 
teresting feature here was a pair of 
twin cows, each with a record above 
twenty-five pounds. 

After showing his cattle, Mr. Carr 
took us across the road to see some 
cattle of his breeding which belong- 
ed to a ncighbor. There were three 
granddaughters of Hengerveld De 
Kol, and they suited Mr. Aitken so 
well that he returned the following 
week and bought them. 


Ingham County 


The members of the Central Michi- 
gan Association, which includes Ing- 
ham County and adjoining territory, 
assembled at Sycamore Farm on Fri- 
day morning for the Ingham County 
tour. Sycamore herd, which is owned 
by Fred E. Shubel, has some very 
heavy milking cows, one considerably 
above 700 pounds in seven days. 

H. D. Box & Sons have one of the 
most interesting herds seen during 
the two weeks’ series. Never having 
tested before, this herd emerged from 
obscurity last winter by developing 
the only pair of cows’ in the world 
that are mother and daughter and 
each with better tian 800 pounds of 
milk in seven days. Lady Clig Pauline 
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De Kol produced 842.1 pounds and 
her daughter Model Lady De Kol has 
820.4 pounds to her credit. They gure. 
ly are a great pair. Several other 
cows in this herd deserve mention 
and King Lansing, one of the sires 
owned by the Capital Bull Associa. 
tion and kept on this farm, was one 
of the best sires seen. A brother of 
this sire, owned by C. L. Hulett 
whose herd was next on the list, jg 
also a bull of show ring quality. 

Next we visited the herds owned by 
C. W. Wilson, A. R. Black & Sons, and 
C. A. Daniels, and arrived at the 
Michigan Agricultural College at 
noon, where the caravan stopped for 
lunch on the campus. 

After the program, the College Hol. 
stein herd of about sixty head was in. 
spected and Professor J. E. Burnett 
gave a demonstration of Holstein 
type. The College has a herd of ex 
ceptional merit, including a very good 
young son of College Belle Butter 
Lass, the cow that topped the State 
Sale last January at $3,250.00. 

Several very good herds northwest 
of Lansing were visited during the 
afternoon, including the herds of F 
W. Schneeberger, Stortz & Birkholz, 
F. R. MeDonel, Chris Hansen, Creyts 
Brothers, A. R. Crosby, Ed. Stoll, and 
Howell & Drumheller. Rain interfer- 
ed with the afternoon program some- 
what, but altogether it was one of the 
most satisfactory tours of the series, 
the herd sires seen during the day be- 
ing almost without exception remark- 
ably good individuals. 


Jackson County 

The Jackson Cotnty tour started 
with the Boardman Farms at nine 
o'clock on Saturday morning, August 
7th. Boardman Farms were pioneer 
breeders in Jackson County, and in 
fact this is one of the old established 
herds in the state. Under the active 
management of H. D. Boardman, 
Secretary of the Jackson County Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, this herd 
will be developed rapidlv and testing 
for records will be carried on to a 
greater extent than in the past. 

The second herd visited is owned 
by Vernon Clough, and, though 4 
small herd, is worthy of special men- 
tinn because of the results secured. 
Starting with almost nothing seven 
years ago, Mr. Clough has made rapid 
strides in a business way and attri- 
butes his success entirely to the herd. 

Herds owned by J. A. Campbell & 
Son, G. A. Wheeler & Son, and Den- 
nis Cobb & Sons were inspected be- 
fore noon and many good animals 
were seen, and at Campbell’s Mr. 
Munsell selected a heifer for the state 
sale. 

Returning to Jackson, we stopped 
at Sharp Park for lunch and the pro- 
gram, then proceeding to W. W. Wyc- 
koff’s place at Napoleon. Mr. Wyckoff 
has one of the most interesting and 
remarkable herds in the state, and to 
say that he is a most enthusiastic 
booster for Holsteins is mild indeed. 

Mr. Wyckoff started in the Holstein 
business thirteen years ago by pur- 
chasing one registered cow, Inez Pie- 
tertje, a two-year-old then. He now 
has six generations of females in the 
herd, including about forty head and 
all are descended from Inez, for he 
has never purchased another female.

In the senior calf class all records went by the boards 
when 76 entries faced the judge. Despite this fact however 
there was nothing sensational uncovered although a lot of 
quality came through into Big Bill’s short lines. The judge 
worked hard on this class although it is perhaps unneces- 
sary to admit this with so much stuff to go over. He first 
cut the class to 22 head from which he selected eight for 
final arrangement. Will Baird with what Moscrip described 
as a “sweet little miniature cow” finally retained “top 
hole” in this class and it was greatly to Baird’s credit that 
he did for he sure did show the little heifer fine. One or 
two calf club boys figured in this class. Second prize went 
to a heifer built on the same order as Baird’s but not quite 
so perfect. She was shown by Bonair Farms. In the baby 
class the calf club boys came into their own winning first 
five out of the eight places. It is a tribute to the calf club 
work on Wisconsin that she is able to show such strength 
both in numbers and quality at her state fair. Such show- 
ings speak well for the future of the show ring work in the 
state. There are many show men in the making in Wis- 
consi.

The Ohio State Fair was held at Columbus, August 

30th to September 4th and was favored with glorious 


weather. The Holstein exhibit was the largest in the 
seventy years this fair has been in existence, 180 animals 
coming under the inspection of the judge, W. E. Standish 


of Lyons, Ohio, who has officiated for five successive 
vears. 

Six counties sent representatives to contest for the 
county herd championship. Mr. Standish had the herds 


posed before him, one at a time, and went over them scor- 
ing each animal in a general way, adding the points for 
the- grand total. Montgomery was the leader with 941 
points, closely followed by Wellington District with 938. 
Fulton county came third with 930; Wayne fourth with 
922: Lueas fifth with 908 and Union county sixth with 
901%, and as there were six prizes, each herd won a pre- 
mium. Montgomery county led in prize winners, having the 
grand champion female, first prize yearling and first prize 
two-year-old bull. The innovation of county herd showing 
created much interest among the friends of the exhibitors 
who carefully watched the Judge until the last herd was 
scored. 

Nine aged bulls faced the Judge. The blue ribbon was 
awarded to the Pinery Farm entry, King Pontiac Henger- 
veld Pondyke, who is by King of the Pontiacs from the 
twice 30-lb. cow, Hengerveld Pondyke Pietertje, herself a 
granddaughter of King of the Pontiacs. This bull is a 
grand fellow with a beautiful head, and splendidly made 
over the rump. Second place went to Kingwood Johanna 
Nudine, shown by Small & Gooding, with Waldhurst Ben- 
zetta Lad in third place. It was a close thing between the 
two leaders. 

Only three bulls were shown in the two-year-old class, 
Zehringdale Johanna Inka being an easy winner. Six 
yearling bulls were led out for inspection, the winner being 
King Ormsby Lulu Pontiac, a very well made bull. There 
were six junior yearlings shown. The winner was Wooglin 
Pontiac Colantha Lad, owned by Ernest J. Kelsey. This 
bull was very good over the rump, perhaps could be im- 
proved just at the tailhead. He was deep and had an extra 
good chest. He had only been out of pasture a week or 
two, and would have shown better with more fitting, and 
his horns were far from being in show shape. The senior 
bull calf class brought out 19, and the judge worked a long 
time before he placed the awards. An unnamed calf, shown 
by S. W. Kelner, and sired by Fairview Rag Apple Manor 
from De Kol Clothilde Woodcrest, was an easy winner. He 
was an extra good fellow and hard to fault in any particular. 
The Zehringdale entry, Zachman Pride De Kol, was second 
with Ohio De Kol Criterion, a very large and deep bull, 
placed third. King Ophelia Dell Lyons Model, owned by

She was 
deep a very fine udder, might have been a littie better over 


the rump, but was an extra good handler. Several of the 
on-lookers favored the third prize animal of the Pinery 
Farms exhibit, a daughter of the first prize aged bull. She 


Was a beauty, long bodied, straight and well veined, but her 
udder was cut up in front, and she was not as good in hide 
and hair as the winner. — 

There were 14 two-year-olds shown and the judge said 
this was his hardest class of the day. Part of the animals 
were fresh or nearly so, and a number of them not due to 
freshen for some time and these showed at a disadvantage 
The judge, several of the exhibitors, and a number of the 
crowd, discussed the advisability of making separate classes 
for two-year-olds fresh and dry on account of the dry 
animals showing little veining or udder and it is very 
likely that future shows at Columbus will have these two 
classes. The blue was awarded to Zehringhurst Pontiac 
Lady, a very sweet heifer and quite a little better than 
Lucy Contest Adene De Kol, mainly on account of the 
udder development. Third and fourth places went to 
Pinery Farms. 

Ten senior yearling heifers were led out for inspection. 
The blue was awarded to Fultona Ormsby Gem, the only 
heifer that had not been bred. She had a splendid top 
line, was a beautiful hancier, and showed considerable 
udder development. Second place went to Lyons Spofford 
Fayne 2d and third to Aaggie Liberty Korndyke. 

The junior yearlings were on the whole rather a rough 
bunch, the winner being Butter Bred Aaggie Gladi, owned 
by O. C. Arndt. This heifer had a splendid chine and 
showed considerable udder development for a yearling and 
her hide and hair were far above the ordinary. Second 
place went to Beauty Segis Ormsby May, a real good heifer 
rather heavy in the shoulder and an animal that would 
appear better if more work had been done on her. She 
came from Indiana and was shown by J. M. Purviance. 

No less than 27 senior heifer calves were led into the 
ring, but the judge said his work was not as hard as in 
some of the other classes. He rapidly sortea out eight and 
then spent some time awarding the six ribbons. The blue 
went to Johanna Zehringdale Inka, the Zehring entry, a 
real nice heifer. Second went to a daughter of Pride of 
the Ormsbys, shown by M. C. Lamber, and third place 
went to Mabel of Zehringhurst, who showed great barrel 
and chest development for a calf. The winner of the 
fourth ribbon was Meadowholm Pontiac Fayne, shown by 
Dr. Gooding, a daughter of the famous Lucile Jolie Pontiac 
and Finderne Pride Fayne.

Esser and Robinson entry and third to Mabel Creamelle, 
the Flynn & Son exhibit, who was not as good over the 
rump as the winner, nor did she show as much udder 
development. Zehringhurst Mercedes Lass is as nice an 
animal as one could wish for, and looked as though she 
had been whittled out for the occasion. That she was 
a dandy can be judged from the fact that Mr. Standish 
made her junior and grand champion female. 

Three exhibitors’ herds were shown, Zehring winning 
first and second, and the Ohio State University third. The 
Yehring entries were uniform in type the majority dark 
in color, and showed quite a little more fitting than the 
Ohio state herd. Breeders’ young herd first premium went 
to Zehring, Ohio State University taking second prize. The 
calf herd, however, went to Pinery Farms exhibit, Zehring 
second and Ohio State University third, decisions that 
were concurred in by the onlookers 

Nine sets of “get of sire” faced the judge. It is worthy 
of notice that in judging this class and also produce of cow, 
Judge Standish stressed uniformity. The get of Pride of 
the Ormsbys were the winners of the blue with Pierce’s 
get of King Korndyke Lulu Pontiac second and Zehring 
in the third and fourth place. Produce of cow went to a 
nice twin pair from Gersta Korndyke, who were not only 
built alike but marked very similarly. Second went to 
the produce of Ohio Abbekerk of the state of Ohio herd, 
third to Zehring and fourth to Roice. 

The class winners were led out together for champion- 
ships. The Pinery Farm bull was easily senior champion. 
Junior Champion went to the Kelner bull calf. The Judge 
hesitated quite a while in awarding grand championship, 
but finally gave it to the Kelner calf, although he said 
that the young bull was showing the best that he ever 
would and had not had time to develop any defects. He 
followed the same reasoning in deciding the female cham- 
pionship, making the junior heifer calf Zehringhurst Mer- 
cedes Lass, both junior and grand champion and awarding 
senior championship to Ohio Lizette. It is a very unusual 
thing for calves to win both championships at such a fair, 
a senior bull calf being the grand champion bull and a 
junior bull calf being grand champion. 

In the main the decisions of Judge Standish met with 
the hearty approval of the breeders at the ring side, and 
im any case where anyone asked the reason for his plac- 
ing, Mr. Standish was very painstaking, and once or twice 
called the animals back when they were going out of the 
show ring to point out where he found excellencies or de- 
fects. The Judge was not as insistent upon square rumps 
as some western judges, and is in no way long distance 
judge, strongly emphasized handling, and went over each 
animal very carefully so that in many cases, he found 
good or poor qualities in the exhibits that were not so 
apparent to those in the arena. We wish to commend 
his courtesy in answering questions of onlookers or 
-exhibitors for the reasons of his decisions. and he is a 
most painstaking and careful worker.

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Canadian National Exhibition Holstein Show 


STAFF CORRESPONDENCE 


The forty-second Canadian National Exhibition at To- 
ronto was built around the slogan ‘“‘Work and Prosper,” and 
as the great show window of Canadian industry and agri- 
culture, it proved the slogan appropriate as_ descriptive 
of the past as well as prophetic of the future. Without 
question this is the greatest annual fair in the world and 
the 1920 event in many ways is proving a record breaker. 
Final figures on the attendance, etc., of course are not 
available as these lines are written, the show being less 
than half over, but all indications point to over a million 
attendance for the two weeks. As usual the great show 
of dairy cattle was dominated by the Holsteins although 
some very fine specimens of the Jersey and Ayrshire breeds 
were on hand. There was’ but one herd of Guernseys 
shown, the breed having apparently made little progress in 
Canada in comparison with the others. The Holstein en- 
tries numbered 190, which is perhaps a little less than in 
some previous years. A number of new exhibitors were 
on the job this year, while a few of the old familiar faces 
were missing, Gordon Gooderham and Lew Lipsit in par- 
ticulay missing their first show in many years. Seven- 
teen breeders had animals within the prize money, the 
keenest competition being furnished by A. E. Hulet, Haley 
& Lee and Rettie Bros., with E. Snyder strong in the calf 
classes. Haley & Lee won seven firsts, in addition to bring- 
ing out the senior and grand champion male. Rettie Bros. 
and A. E. Hulet each had five first places, the former win- 
ning senior and grand championship among the females, 
and the latter the female junior championship. E. Snyder 
was the only other exhibitor to annex more than one first, 
his total being two, including one that became junior cham- 
pion male. T. A. Trick, W. F. Elliot and Hilliker Bros. 
were the other breeders winning the coveted red, which is 
the symbol of first honor in Canada. Hulet won by far the 
greatest number of high places, taking nine seconds and 
eight thirds. He was especially strong in the group classes, 
his younger animals in particular showing great uni- 
formity. With a few exceptions the top animals in all 
classes were a credit to the show, but as is practically al- 
ways the case there were too many animals’ that might 
better have staid at home. The experience, although ex- 
pensive, may however’ be valuable to the owners, who 
have undoubtedly learned a lesson in regard to the weak- 
nesses of their animals that they might not have received 
in any other way. The scarcity of help was reflected in the 
conditioning of some of the entries. On the whole however 
the show was a good one and we are pleased to note that 
some of the winners are to come over to Chicago to com- 
pete with the best on this side at the National Dairy Show. 

The Aged Bulls 

Nine aged bulls composed the first class of the show. 
There was much to commend in them, although lack of 
uniformity was quite apparent. Haley & Lee brought out 
the winner in Count Plus Inka Sylvia, a bull that took third 
place last year. He is a bull of great style and splendid 
handling qualities, but not showing quite at his best 
through neglect of his feet. Second place went to one of 
the most famous young sires in Canada, May Sylvia Pon- 
tiac Cornucopia, whose get were prominent in the younger 
classes both this year and last. He is a bull of great scale 
and strength, but lacking a little in the finish that charac- 
terized the first prize winner. His owners, the Unionville 
Syndicate, however are to be congratulated on owning a 
bull that has such an outstanding combination of individ- 
ual merit, breeding, and prepotency as a sire. In the 2- 
year-old class competition was between Trick’s Joseph 
Canary Keves and Hulet’s Prince Colanthus Abbekerk S., 
the former winning by virtue of a little better front end 
and top line and perhaps a little smoother conformation, 
although the Hulet bull is a real one also. The two year- 
ling classes were the poorest of the bull show, the senior 
division boasting but two entries and the junior but three, 
none of them outstanding. 

The senior bull calf ciass brought out the junior cham- 
pion of the show in Snyder’s’ Sir Francy Netherland, a 
youngster of outstanding class, heavy built but yet show- 
ing much dairy quality. Chief competition in this class was 
furnished by one of his brothers also shown by Snyder. 
This result was especially pleasing because both calves 
were sired by the voung bull that two years ago won the 


junior championship at the same show. In the section for 
junior calves Haley & Lee took the red on a very stylish 
son of May Sylvia Pontiac Cornucopia. 
The Female Classes 
At Toronto, and in fact at most of the Canadian shows 
they have separate classes for the cows and heifers in milk 
and not milking. This arrangement we believe might well 
be adopted in the states, as it removes much of the handi- 
cap under which a dry cow is forced to work in the Ameri- 
can show rings at present. The dry classes at Toronto this 
year brought out the Grand Champion of the show _ in 
Francy Maid 2d, owned by Rettie Bros. This great young 
ce~v, who duplicated the honor last year, was the outstand- 
ji 5 individual of the show. If her head could be made to ex- 
ress a little more dairy quality, and she could be changed 
a little in the shoulder, she would be well nigh unbeatable 
in any show. She is distinguished by great constitution and 
depth of body, a splendid top, a beautiful udder, and re- 
markable width of hip and thurl. Along with her strength 
she possesses remarkable quality. The aged milking class 
was for the most part below par, although the top cow was 
one of the best dairy cows we have seen in a long time. 
Her name is Calamity Snow Mechthilde, and she holds the 
Canadian championship for a year’s milk and butter  pro- 
duction in the three-year-old class and also has_ three 
seven-day records above 31 lbs. She lacks a little in finish 
perhaps to be outstanding in the show ring, but at that she 
is a very hard cow to set down. Prouse showed a very good 
cow in this Class. Gay De Kol Colantha, a cow 
showing extraordinary capacity and strength. The 
milking three-year-olds were the most ordinary lot 
of all the female classes, Rettie Bros. winning first 
on Pauline Mercena Colantha, a daughter of the 
grand old sire, Prince-Colanthus Abbekerk. By contrast 
the milking two-year-olds made up one of the strongest 
classes of the whole show, the four tops being very even. 
Hilliker Bros. entry, Butter Baroness Korndyke, however 
was Clearly entitled to the honor of the red on her wonder- 
ful dairy quality, top and middle, and a very exceptional! 
udder for a heifer of her age. She was a very close con- 
tender for championship honors. Hulet, Dvyment Bros. and 
Prouse brought out the other three rea! contenders. The 
dry two-vear-olds were led by Rettie Bros. Maggie Clo- 
thilde Ormsby 2d, a very smooth heifer, perhaps a little 
‘acking in size, but springing a beautiful udder. Hulet wor 
first in both the vearling classes, Lady Veeman Ladoga 
topping the seniors, and Madam Pauline Svlvia 2d the jun- 
iors, the latter heifer being made junior champion of the 
show. This heifer showed wonderful dairy conformation, 
which was all the more pleasing from the fact of her super- 
lative breeding. Her sire is Count Paul C. Posch, the first 
prize 2-year-old at the Naticnal Dairy Show last year, now 
in service in Harry Yates’ herd in New York State, and 
her dam is the third generation of 30-lb. cows from that 
grand old matron, Madam Posch Pauline. In the junior 
vearling class Rettie Bros. brought out a very strong entry 
in Bessie Atlas Colantha. Probablv the best class of the 
entire show was the senior heifer calf class. Twenty-one 
beauties faced the judge, and after his first selections were 
made, those that were sent to the barn included animals 
that would have crowded the top in an_ ordinary class. 
When the smoke had cleared away it was discovered that 
the four entries of E. Snyder had won first, fourth, seventh 
and eighth: Hulet’s three, second, third and sixth, and 
Rettie Bros. the other ribbon. Hulet’s second prize heifer 
in this class, Lady Veeman Abbekerk P, was from the 
same dam as his first prize senior yearling, and together 
they constituted the first prize progeny of dam. In the jun- 
ior heifer calf class twenty came out, but they could not 
compare in average qualitv with the seniors. Haley & Lee 
won first on Sarah Ann Svlvia, a daughter of May Echo 
Pontiac Cornucopia. She is a heifer of great refinement, 
with a good top and middle. although lacking somewhat in 
width through the thurls. Hulet had a close contender in 
this class.

BOB JONES 


The Holstein-Friesian World has al- 
ways thought a lot of R. E. Jones, our 
special California representative. It 
was therefore gratifying to read in 
recent numbers of the Country Gentle- 
man articles by Robert Welles Ritchie 
on Live Country Newspapers, in which 
the writer devoted one entire article 
to Bob Jones and his work on the 
California Country Life. 

Briefly, after some work with the 
Sacramento Bee, Mr. Jones applied 
for position of editor in charge of a 
weekly agricultural page in the Bee. 
This was in January 1916. Today 
California Country Life, which was 
adopted as the title, is a paper in it- 
self issued in conjunction with the 
Bee’s Saturday edition,—a paper carry- 
ing 34 columns of reading matter and 
70 of advertising space in 14 pages. 
On March 20, a typical week, the cir- 
culation of California Country Life 
ran nearly 2000 ahead of the daily Bee. 
Mr. Ritchie says that Bob Jones humps 
himself like Mohammet’s sacred camel 
and goes after the articles and news. 
His news field is 500 miles in extent 
and he covers it so well that he is 
equipped with either a pair of non- 
skid Mercury winged heels or a tele- 
phatic mind. 


Northwestern Doings 


Although there was a big increase 
over previous years in the number of 
Guernseys and Jerseys shown at the 
Skagit county fair at Burlington, 
nevertheless Holsteins led in the 
dairy show there August 9 to 14, with 
44 head out of a total of 120. Partly 
also on account of the maintenance of 
a Holstein booth, black and whites at- 
tracted the most attention of any 
breed in the dairy barn. The success 
of the show was due largely to the 
efforts of Thomas G. Lockhart, Hol- 
stein breeder of Mt. Vernon, who in 
his third year as superintendent of 
the cattle department succeeded in 
bringing out twice as many exhibits 
of dairy cattle as were ever before 
shown at Burlington. This was _ ac- 
complished largely by his personal 
solicitation of breeders, although the 
fact that double the number of prizes 
and double the usual money in each 
was offered, served to stimulate in- 
terest in the exhibition. His work 
with the directors of the fair associa- 
tion was responsible for this, as was 
also the change in date from October 
to August. Moreover, the Holstein 


booth, where literature regarding the 
breed was distributed and headquart- 
ers for breeders were provided, was 
prepared by Mr. Lockhart and his 
sons in cooperation with the exten- 
sion service of the Holstein Friesian 
association of America. The change in 
date was decided upon after long ex- 
perience with cold and rainy weather 
in October, when exhibitors were un- 
willing to clip their stock and visitors 
were unable to view the exhibits’ in 
comfort. The change proved  advan- 
tageous, for splendid weather prevail- 
ed throughout the week. The attena- 
ance was never better, and the live- 
stock, although much of it was just 
off pasture, was in excellent  condi- 
tion. W. T. McDonald, livestock com 
missioner of British Columbia, who 
placed the ribbons for the third time 
at the Skagit county fair, pronounced 


the livestock exhibit the best ever 
seen there.

Johanna Lad. Youngquist Brothers de- 
feated the Lockharts in the junior 
bull calf class with a big, strong 
youngster, but honors were reversed 
in the two-year-old cow class, where 
two dry heifers were placed above 


two fresh ones. In the herd competi- 
tion the Lockhart heifers showed bet- 
ter than the Youngquist females, 
though some of the spectators expect- 
ed the latter’s bull to outweigh this 
consideration. Judge McDonald, how- 
ever, awarded first to the Justamere 
farm herd, and later reversed popular 
opinion of the bulls by giving the 
championship also to Justamere. Mr. 
Lockhart apparently felt worse about 
this decision than did the Youngquist 
Brothers.

depreciation nor for the investment in 
the animal or in the barns, nor we 
know that any allowance has been 
made for pasture.

The desire to improve is” inherent 
in man. He not only wishes to im- 
prove his own circumstances, his en- 
vironment and himself, but he wishes 
to improve the tools he works with 
and the work he does.

_ since man was created 

In the race for supremacy or even 
to keep with the Holstein procession, 
all breeders are steadily aiming to 
improve their animals. Some breed- 
ers have tried to get a great herd by 
purchasing animals at long prices or 
backed by big records, and then breed- 
ing from these foundation animals. 
Others have started with good ant- 
mals which they have bred and 
developed themselves, and then have 
tried generation by generation to 
have the daughters better than their 
mothers. Some have succeeded, others 
have not. 

There is a reason for failure to im- 
prove on foundation stock. Strong as 
is the law of heredity, just as strong 
or even stronger is the law of varia- 
tion. Sometimes the two work togeth- 
er and an animal will revert to and 
be practically the same as some near 
or remote ancestors. Such happenings 
are some of the things that make 
stock breeding so fascinating.

We note, however, that the Hol- 
stein cow, Rena Dorothy Pietertje 
Korndyke, owned by the Suburban 
Home, produced 87.7 Ibs. milk with an 
average test of 3.084% butterfat.

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TENNESSEE HOLSTEIN' HERDS 
MAKING GOOD 

A little more than a year ago, F. F. 
Howse, a_ capitalist of Whiteville, 
Tenn., was induced by the Gibler 
brothers to take a trip to the dairy 
sections of Wisconsin, and to inquire 
from dairymen as to the returns from 
milk cows and the benefits of dairy- 
ing to the land. Mr. Howse found 
that land which a few years ago had 
been selling in Wisconsin for $30 and 
$40 an acr®, has increased in value to 
$300 and $400 an acre, largely the 
owners claimed, through the improve- 
ments due to keeping cattle on the 
land and the increased wealth of the 
community due to the dairy industry. 
The Whiteville Dairy is the outcome 
of that visit. 


The farm was. started on a 
small scale as a trial, but has 
rapidly grown  in_ favor, August 
14 the proprietors held a_ recep- 
tion and showed visitors through 
_the various departments. One _ of 
the sights was the milking of 


the great Holsteins, several of which 
were milking between 60 and 65 Ibs. 
a day. At the present time there are 
only about 30 cows in milk vielding 
approximately 165 gallons daily. This 
milk is shipped to Memphis every 
night, less the quantity used on the 
farm and given the calves. 

Only a good strain of purebred Hol- 
stein cattle are kept. The firm ex- 
pects to increase the herd next vear 
to at least 100. The dairy is situated 
ona 200-acre farm equipped with silos; 
all necessary feed is grown on the 
premises. The up-to-date dairy build- 
ings and beautiful residences equip- 
ped with waterworks and electric 
lights present the appearance of a 
little city, and is one of the show 
places of West Tennessee. 

The business promises to be a good 
paying investment to the owners and 
has been a great stimulus to farmers 
of Hardeman county to breed and 
raise better and higher class cattle. 


YORK COUNTY (PA. 


BUYING 
HOLSTEINS 
The work of the two York county 
cow testing associations which have 
been in operation for about eight 
months, has shown to many of the 
farmers the necessity for keeping 


good stock for economical production. 
Arrangements are being made by the 
farm bureau to purchase several car- 
loads of grade and purebred Holsteins 
during the next three weeks, probably 
from Michigan. Finances will be 
handled by one of the York banks and 
probably one of the banks at Delta.

All stock is distributed 
at cost to the purchasers and an 
effort will be made to secure only high 
producing animals who also possess 
good individuality.

Many livestock owners are reluctant 
to have their herds tested for tuber- 
culosis because they fear losses trom 
reactors that must be — slaughtered. 
There are no good grounds for this 
fear, but it, nevertheless, is more or 
less prevalent. If all the cattle in 
Wisconsin were tested at once it is not 
likely that more than one animal in 
thirty would react. This is a con- 
servative estimate, based upon the 
area tests that have been conducted 
already in Waukesha and_ Barron 
counties. In Waukesha county, where 
there i= a larger trade of livestock 


than in any other county in the state, 
only six reactors were found out of 
every hundred, while in Barron county, 
500 animals have been tested so far 
and than one per cent have 
reacted.—Wisconsin Farmer.
